“We knew we were in trouble when we 
had to go to that address,” said Don 
Silvey, one of the first firemen at the scene 
of the Chemical Control fire. He was 
speaking to more than 100 people at a rally 
April 21 on the 2nd Anniversary of the 
explosion. “Over 60,000 gallons of chemi- 
cals blew up at Chemical Control, and the 
city officials and DEP told us There's 
nothing to worry about’. Do you know that 
when they took us to the hospital the 
morning after the fire they were unpre- 
pared, and 2 years later they are still 
unprepared? Now both the firemen and 

neighborhood residents are having health 

une problems. We learned the hard way.” 
até, Elizabeth residents chose to have the 
rally near the Reichhold Chemical Com- 
-~ pany in Elizabeth, which neighbors say 
pollutes the air. (Reichhold admitted that 
“ they had illegally let chemicals out of their 
smokestack last fall). “We tried to be nice 
to Reichhold but it doesn't work,” said 
Mary Zach, who has lived in the neighbor-

hood for 53 years. “I live here and smell 
this stuff 24 hours a day, 365 days a year, 
and I want it cleaned up. I don’t believe it’s 
an accident that 3 people in my family 
have had tumors removed in surgery. 
Reichhold’s owners have given millions of 
dollars to the Chicago Symphony and toa 
theatre, but all they’ve given us is the 
stink.” 

Musheer Robinson, from Metro-Newark 
COSH, said, “You can’t lock your door to 
chemicals. They come into your house no 
matter what you do and cause asthma, 
breathing trouble, or bladder cancer for 
you, your husband and your children. 
These chemicals kill.” Robinson pointed 
out that New Jersey’s cancer rate is 60% 
higher than the national average. “It’s 
what we're exposed to. We have a right to 
know what they’re doing to us. We 
shouldn’t have to worry about our 
husbands coming home sick from work, 
or our children breathing the air, and even 
worried about having children. I believe 
that once people know what is at stake 
they wil! get up and fight. Our lives are 
at stake.” 

“It shouldn’t be a choice between our 
jobs or our health,” Robinson added. “We 
have a right to both.” He emphasized the 
need for people to talk to their neighbors 
and friends, go to meetings, and keep 
spreading the word so more and more 
people will join the movement to stop toxic 
chemicals, 

Myra Satterfiled, president of Pierce 
Manor Tenants Association, where people 
are fighting a proposal to evict them from 
their homes, said, “We're being driven 
from our homes, and you're being driven 
away from yours. I used to open my 
window to get fresh air. Now I close my 
window to get fresh air. We’ve got to stick 
together and fight these toxic chemicals.” 


Bob Killian led those at the rally in some 
lively singing. Joe! Horowitz and Vienna 
Carroll also sang an original song written 
with the help of Ironbound residents about 
the dangers and affects of toxic chemicals 
titled “It's Time To Say No!”

Elizabeth and other places worked to- 
gether to make the rally a success. 
Coalition for a United Elizabeth, Iron- 
bound Committee Against Toxic Waste, 
Metro-Newark project of New Jersey 
Committee on Occupational Health & 
Safety, Ironbound Ecumenica! Associa- 
tion and many other groups. 

One of the issues raised at the rally is the 
proposal for a Right to Know law, which 
would give workers and community 
residents the right to know what chemi- 
cals are being stored, produced or sent up 
the smoke stack at factories and chemical 
plants. Once people know what chemicals 
they are up against, they can then work to 
get rid of the ones that are too dangerous. 

“Neither the workers inside the plant 
nor the people living next to it know 
what's coming out of the smokestacks,” 
said Bob Cartwright, speaking for the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Wastes. “We've got to pass the Right to 
Know bill. We've got to unite and fight.” 


Fair Budget Rally 


Over 100 people attended a Fair Budget 
Rally in Newark on Tax Day - April 15. 
The rally was sponsored by the Essex 
County Fair Budget Coalition, a coalition 
of community, church, labor, civil rights 
and anti-war groups. 

- According to Vic De Luca of the 
Ironbound Community Corporation and 
an organizer of the rally, “We held the Fair 
Budget Rally to speak out against the 


insensitive Reagan budget cuts in socia! 


services and his increases in the military 


budget for weapons and war preparations.” 

“The Newark rally was one of hundreds 
around the country that were held to show 
that citizens were against the federa! budget 
priorities,” said De Luca, who last February 
attended a national meeting in Washington 
D.C. to plan the rallies. 

At the Newark Fair Budget Rally, speaker 


after speaker criticized the Reagan social cuts 
and military increases. Rebecca Andrade, 
Essex County Director of Citizen Services, 
said, “The Reagan budget benefits high 
income people and the military industrial 
complex. It will add more inflation, more 
unemployment, and more misery.”

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Why An Elected School Board 


The following statement was written by 


the Board of Trustees of the Ironbound ' 


Community Corporation. 


During the past 3 schoo! years, many of 
the parents in Ironbound, and elsewhere in 
the City, have been dramatically affected 
by Board of Education decisions, which for 
the most part, were made without real! 
parent input, and in many cases, directly 
against parents’ wishes. 

Consider these facts: 


e August, 1979 - The Ironbound Commu- 
nity School, one of the few examples of a 
parent controlled program, was arbitra- 
rily cut out of the Newark ‘Board of 
Education's budget. Except for the hard 
work and dedication of parents, students 
and people in the community, this 
successful alternative program would 
have been closed. 


e September, 1980 - Parents at Hawkins 
St. School kept their children out of 
school to protest unsafe conditions in 
their building. The Board of Education 
had promised these parents that the 
building would be repaired over the 
summer. But when children returned to 
schoo! in September, the Board had not 
made repairs, and the building was stil! 
unsafe. The conditions were finally 
improved after the parent protest. 


e June, 1981 - Alyea St. Schoo! was closed. 
Parents discovered the Board’s plans to 
close the school, although they were not 
supposed to know until later during the 
summer. They protested at the school 
and at Board of Education meetings. 
The Board did not make repairs needed, 

- even though the money for these repairs 
was available and allocated. Instead the 
school was closed, and students were 
transferred, over the objections of 
parents, to a larger facility outside of the 
neighborhood. 


e Winter, 1981-82 - Parents and students 
at University High School, a successful 
alternative high school program in 
Newark which draws students from 
across the City, were up in arms about 
the Board of Education’s plan to 
transfer their students - in the middle of 
a schoo! year - to a larger, less accessible 
facility. 

e December, 1981 - Again in the middle of 
the school year, the principal of 
Lafayette St. School was notified of his 
transfer. A group of parents found out 


about the Board's plans and objected, 
stopping this move. Several days later, 
the principal of Wilson Ave. Schoo! was 
told that he would be transferred, in the 
middle of the schoo! year. Parents were 
not notified beforehand. Principals were 
also transferred from Roberto Clemente 
Schoo! and Elliot St. School. Parents 
from all across the City kept their 
children out of school to protest the 
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disruption to their childrens’ education 
which these transfers caused and the 
lack of parent involvement in these 
decisions. 


e At the same time, bi-lingual programs 


were attacked. The Director of bi-lingual! 
programs was fired with no reason 
given. Under a Board of Education re- 
organization plan, bi-lingual programs 
would no longer be considered “acade- 
mic programs’’, but would become 
“supportive services.” This means that 
they are more easily targets for budget 
cuts. Parents all over the City are 
concerned about what this means for 
their children, since the need for bi- 
lingual programs has risen in the City 


Because of these facts and others, which 
touch the lives of all of us and our children, 
we need to seriously consider some 
alternatives to the present way in which 
decisions about education are being made 


in this City. 


One of the alternatives which has been 
proposed by active parents and commu- 
nity groups is an elected school board. 
An elected school board would give 
parents an opportunity to choose those 
who represent them and who make 
decisions about our chidrens’ future. 

While some people say that an elected 
schoo! board might bring too much politics 
into education, let us honestly look at the 
existing system - an appointed school 
board, with all 9 members appointed by 
the Mayor. Did politics enter into the 
forced resignation of one Board member 
this year, immediately after she voted 
against hiring an Executive Superinten- 
dent from out of state? 

Because of our 11 year involvement in 
the educational system in the City of 
Newark, and because of our deep concern 
that the voice of parents really be heard 
and acted on, we cal! upon the parents and 
concerned citizens of Ironbound and the 
City of Newark to join us and other 
community groups and parents in the City 
working to make an elected school board, 
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which fairly provides representation for 
all groups, a reality. 

We believe that some changes must be 
made in the election process in order to 
make representation for all groups a 
reality. We also believe that the bi-lingual 
programs in our schools must be suppor- 
ed, not cut, because they meet a need for 
our children. 

An elected school board will not 
automatically mean that Board of Educa- 
tion policies will be better and that our 
childrens’ education will improve. It will 
take parents getting together and getting 
involved. That will be the only guarantee 
that we will have quality education for all 

our children. 
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The Reagan folks are breaking new 
ground in the area of redistribution to the 
rich. While federal dollars to the poor, 
elderly, and unemployed are termed ‘hand- 
outs’ and ‘creeping socialism’, the same time 
dollars are referred to as ‘tax credits’ or 
‘federal subsidies’ when trickling up. One 
new wrinkle in the tax code allows 
coompanies to exchange unused tax deduc- 
tions for hard cash. 

The justification -for this rule is to revive 
troubled American industries, like auto. To 
lend a not-so-invisible hand to faltering 
firms, the new tax law allows a company 
paying no federal income tax in a given year 
to sell its unused deductions to a more 
profitable friend. This adds up to extra 
millions for both businesses involved. 

Take Ford Motor Company. Because of its 
losses, Ford doesn’t owe any income tax for 
1981. Thanks to the expanded loopholes in 
the 1981 tax law, it’s eligible for more breaks 
than in the past; since it doesn’t need them to 
offset its $0 tax bill, Ford will receive its 
handout in a special way, operating in 
cahoots with a less needy giant, IBM. 

To arrange the handout, Ford sold $1 
billion worth of new equipment to IBM. IBM 
then leased the equipment back to Ford. 
Under new generous rules, IBM can deduct 
depreciation of the equipment from its 1981 
taxes. Ford, meanwhile, gets a cash 
downpayment from IBM, plus use of the new 
equipment. The remaining payments be- 
tween Ford and IBM for lease and purchase 
cancel each other out. 

Although Ford owes no income tax because 
it had no profits to tax, more profitable 
companies, such as General Dynamics, J.P. 
Morgan, and Lockheed also pay none, in 
their case because of loopholes. Yet they can - 
and do - use the same equipment sale 
technique as Ford. In a case similar to the 
Ford-IBM arrangement, Occidental Petro- 
leum is getting $20 to $30 million!

A Nation of Immigrants 


The United States is a nation of 
immigrants. The only native Americans 
are the Indians. At first, settlers from 
England colonized much of the United 
States and so their language became the 
offical language in this country. South and 
Central American countries were colonies 
of Spain and Portugal so Spanish and 


Portuguese are the offical languages in 


those countries. 

During our history, many languages 
have been spoken in addition to English 
including Italian, Polish, Russian, Ger- 
man, Chinese, French, Spanish and 
Portuguese. Usually the people who came 
here from Europe spoke a little English 
and a lot of their native language. Their 
children could speak both languages 
equally well, and their grandchildren only 
learned English. Today, Americans have 
less of an ability to speak more than one 
language than probably an nation on 
earth. In Europe, students usually learn to 
speak one, and sometimes two or three 
languages, as well as they can speak their 
native language. 


Learning English - Then & Now 


In the past, many immigrants to the 
United States who did not know English 
sent their children to Catholic schools 
where they often studied English for half 
the day and other subjects in their native 
language for the other half of the day. “My 
grandparents came to America from 
Poland, and even after 60 years in this 
country my grandmother still spoke 
mostly in Polish,” one Ironbound resident 


recalls. “Everyone in her family and all 


her neighbors also spoke Polish. When my 


E = aÃ rd school, about 1921, she 


“told me the same stories about their 


“parents or grandparents.” 


For a long time, most immigrants were 
Catholic and went to Catholic schools, 
while those who had been in America 
longer went to public schools. So bi-lingual 
education didn't exist in public schools - it 
only existed in Catholic schools. A few 


years ago, the courts finally ruled that the 
public schools had to offer bi-lingual 
education programs because they were 
shown to be the only successful way to 
give new immigrants a real educational 
opportunity. 

This history may have been forgotten by 
some people, who think that students in bi- 
lingual programs and their parents don't 
want to learn English. This is false. 

Students in bi-lingual education pro- 
grams do want to learn' English. In fact, 
this is one of the major goals of bi-lingual 
education. The question is “should these 
students be punished for not knowing 
English before they learn to speak 
English fluently? A student who is trying 
to learn English must also be able to study 
history, mathematics, science, geography, 
etc., at the same time. Otherwise they 
would fall way behind in these subjects. 
The only way that he or she can be 


‘successful is to be taught these subjects in 


a language that they understand 
spanish, protuguese, french, chinese, etc. 


The best of both cultures 


Now there are almost 8000 students in 
Newark involved in bi-lingual programs, 
many of them in Ironbound schools. 
Students normally spend 3 years in the bi- 
lingual program, and then become part of 
the regular program. 

In bi-lingual educationa! programs, 
students also learn about their native 
culture and history. This helps children. 
They are able to find the best parts of both 
the culture of the old country and the new 
country. 

Today, many younger Americans have 
to try very hard to recover their cultural 
traditions which had been lost. But it’s

national group. Italians have been 
successful in maintaining traditions like 
the Columbus Day parade and Church 
fairs. Black people are studying both 
African history, and their history and 
contribution in this country. Other ethnic 
groups are doing similar things. Many 
recent immigrants are trying to preserve 
their cultures before they are lost. 


Paying Hospital Bills: 
What You Can Do 


Don’t let the cost of hospital care stop 
you from going to a hospital when you 
need to. There are two programs: that 
obligate certain hospitals to give free care 
to people unable to pay. But you have to 
ask for and demand your right to these 
services. 


Hill-Burton 


The first program, called the “Hill- 
Burton Act”, requires hospitals that have 
received grants from the federal govern- 
ment to construct or renovate their 
buildings to give a certain amount of free 
or low cost service to people unable to pay 
their full bill. A person with a family of 4 
would qualify to pay only part of their bil! 
if their income was under $16,900. Under 
this law, the hospital only has to pay outa 
certain amount of money in free or below 
‘cost health care each year. But it must 
notify patients by posting a sign when 
money is no longer available. 

Hospitals covered by this law can not 
turn people away in emergency situations. 
The hospitals in this area that are covered 
by this law are: Beth-Israel, St. James, St. 
College Hospital, and Eye 


Institute at United Hospital. 
DRG Program 


If a hospital doesn’t provide free or low 
cost care under the Hil! Burton law, you 
still may be able to get help in paying your 
bill. This program is called “DRG”. Under 
the “DRG” program, a family of 4 can only 
have income of less than $5,600 a year to 
qualify. The hospital has to accept 
everyone who qualifies. Hospitals in this 
area with this program are East Orange 
General, Elizabeth General, Hospital 
Center at Orange, Newark Beth, and 
United Hospital Medical Center. 

If you cannot afford your hospital! bil! 
ask the hospital what arrangements can 
be made. Some hospitals have sliding 
scale fees, other grants, or are willing to 
allow you to pay your bill over a period of 
time. The hospital would usually rather 
get paid something than not be able to 
collect at all on your bill. Be firm and 
demand to know what is available to you. 
Most hospitals will not volunteer invorma- 
tion about free or reduced cost health cre 
but instead will harass, and threaten 
people about bills they are unable to pay.

Mishie Kaku, professor of nuclear physics 
in New York, said, “The increased defense 
spending is a case of atomic overkill. We 
already have enough weapons in the world to 
destroy it completely.” He told of his ceusin 
who experienced the atom bomb blast at 
Hiroshima. HIs cousin saw rivers burning, 
buildings leveled and people suffering a great 
deal of pain from radiation poisoning. He 
said that the Reagan military spending 
proposal is unwarranted and unnecessary for 
the security of our country. 

County Executive Peter Shapiro called for 
tax reform, “so that rich people and 
corporations pay their fair share.” Al 
Evanoff, Secretary-Treasurer of District 1199 
of the Hospital Workers, said that there 
would be “279 million more for Newark if the 
jackasses in Washington weren't spending it 
on the war effort.” Donna Cohen of the 
Nationa! Child Nutrition Project said that 
“in Newark alone, 3,000 children are no 
longer eating schoo! lunch because. of the 
changes in the program.”

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Independence Day, July 4, is celebrated 
each year by Americans. Two hundred and 
six years ago, in 1776, the American people 
overthrew the British colonial government 
in an armed revolution. 

In 1979, the peop! of Nicaragua finally 
got rid of the corrupt Somoza dictatorship 
in that country through an armed 
revolution. The fight was led by the 
Sandinista Liberation Front (named after

People in Nicaragua are afraid that their 
country will be invaded. To prevent this, i 
they have formally appealed to the United | 
Nations and have begun preparations to 
defend their country. In response to the 
views of most Americans against U.S. 
intervention in Nicaragua, U.S. Senators 
Paul Tsongas and Christopher Dodd are 
proposing a law to prevent Reagan from 
having the CIA interfere in Nicaragua, 
Congressman Michael Burnes also pro- 
posed a bill prohibiting CIA actions 
against the Nicaraguan people. Many

Dear Editor, 

The Reagan Administration is greasing 
the already slippery slope leading to the 
sending of American fighting troops into 
embattled E! Salvador. Contrary to the 
documented reports of Amnesty Interna- 
tional that thousands of innocent peasants 
have been butchered by government forces 
and trained hit squads, the President of the 
United States has brazenly informed 
Congress that the condition of human rights 
in El Salvador is improving. He is now 
lobbying Congress to grant mammoth new 
military and economic aid to the ruling junta 
in that small nation, and White House aids 
are already talking about flying in 

Argentina paratroopers to quell the 
insurgents at the expense of the USS. 
taxpayer. 

For the last year Secretary of State Haig 
has insisted that the civil war in that small 
nation is simply a struggle between the 
forces of the “free world” and the surrogates 
of the Soviet Union. He fails to mention the 
fact that 14 wealthy families have ruled El 


Salvador for many decades and have 
ruthlessly put down all protest movements 
of the common people with U.S. help. 
Archbishop Romero was murdered two 
years ago by paid killers. Last year four 
Catholic missionaries from our nation were 
raped and slaughtered and to date their 
killers have not been convicted of this crime. 
The governments of both France and 
Mexico have pleaded with our President to 
lend his good offices to getting the two 
sides of the civil war into negotiations. He 
has spurned their advice and appears to put 
his faith in a mock nationwide election. - 
The hands of the Duarte regime are red 
with the blood of thousands of innocent 
peasants. In the name of elementa! justice, 
the time has come to stop all U.S. military 
and economic assistance and for our 
President to lend his support to a negotiated 
settlement. Otherwise the senseless killing 
will continue, and before long our troops 
will be fighting in El Salvador on the side of 
the 14 ruling families and against the 
common people there.

150 people from trade unions, environ- 


mental groups, churches, and coummunity 
residents from all over New Jersey at a 
membership meeting of NJCOSH on 
March 30. 

“We must unite to protect our health and 
safety, and the health and safety of our 
children. We must come up with our own 
programs. We cannot leave this up to 
people who do not act in our interests,” 
said Frances Hubbard, a speaker at the 
meeting. 

Unity among all those concerned about 
peoples’ health and the effects of toxic 
chemicals has become more important. 
Federal pollution and worker safety and 
health laws are rarely enforced because 
companies claim they cost too much 
money and eat into their profits. The 
Newark area office of the Occupational! 
Safety & Health Administration (OSHA) 
was closed on April 23. 

Meanwhile, corporations like SCA 
Services, Inc., and At-Sea Incineration, 
Inc., are proposing to build dangerous 
toxic waste facilities in Newark, in the 
middle of one of the most densely 
populated areas of the country. 

At the March 30 NJCOSH meeting, over 
150 people came to try to change this 
situation. They unanimously voted for 7

Toxic Waste Incinerator 


The following letter was written by George 
D. Younger, Executive Minister of the 
American Baptist Churches of New 
Jersey. The letter was sent to Governer 
Thomas Kean and the Department of 
Environmental Protection. 


Dear Commissioner: 


I am appalled that there are plans to 
place a toxic waste incinerator serving the 
entire Northeast corridor in close proximi- 
ty to the Ironbound section of Newark. 

I should think that.the whole experience 
with Chemica! Control Company in 
Elizabeth would have taught us in the 
state of New JErsey that no such facility 
should be placed close to human settle- 
ments. We do have more deserted areas in 
our state that might be possible, and the 
whole Northeast has many wilderness 
areas that would furnish a possibility for 
the burning of waste in a way that would 
not harm human beings. 

The callousness toward human life 
displayed by this planning is going to 
experiment with human lives. We still do 
not know enough about what happens 
with toxic waste when it is burned and 
how it affects human life and other forms 


“of life, 


It has been called to our attention also 


“that the applicant who has made plans to 


operate these facilities does not have a 
record of reliability. Again, I should think 
that previous experience with the whole 
field of hazardous wastes would have 
taught your department that this aspect 


should be carefully examined, even when a 
project seems feasible. 

.I hope that you will hold hearings in the 
local community so that the residents can 
make their fellings and views known. I 
also hope you wil! seek further advice from 
competent technica! consultants, so that 
this decision will be very carefully 
reviewed and - we would hope - reversed.

Newark OSHA 
Office Closed 


The Newark Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) Office, 
serving approximately 85,000 shops and 1 
million workers in the Hudson-Essex 
County area, was closed on April 22, along 
with 11 other area offices and 29 district 
offices around the country. New Jersey 
Committee on Occupational Safety and 
Health (COSH), a coalition of labor unions 
and community groups, held a press 
conference to protest the closing of the 
OSHA office. 

“We witness yet another example of how 
the Reagan administration is jeapordizing 
the safety and lives of working Ameri- 
cans,” said Daivd Perez of COSH. “The 
administration has thrown its ful! weight 
behind big business claims that health 
and safety standards are economically 
unfeasible and discouraging to produc- 
tion.” 

Musheer Robinson, Director of the 
Metro-Newark COSH project, said, “Clo- 
sing the Newark office takes away 
OSHA' vital functions from an area 
ranking second in the nation in terms of 
size of workers served. There is an 
industrial time bomb exploding in Nor- 
thern New Jersey. New Jersey COSH not 
only stand in opposition to the closing of 
the OSHA office, but feel that its services 
should be expanded and that more 
education and outreach should be done 
directly among workers.” 

Also present to protest the closing of the 
OSHA office were Gloria Davis of 
Coalition of United Elizabeth (CUE), 
Frank Askin of the Coalition for Human 
Priorities and a candidate for Congress 
from the 11th district, and Vic De Luca of 
the Ironbound Community Corporation. 

Askin called the closing a further proof 
that the Reagan government is “mis- 
guided with their militaristic policies and 
budget proposals.” Vic De Luca expressed 
support for the OSHA office and called for 
the passage of “Right to Know” legislation 
in Newark which will “finally give the 
workers and residents the right to know 
what harmful chemicals they are exposed 
to each and every day.”

` La siguiente declaracion fué escrita por la 


Junta de Administración de la corporación 
de la Comunidad de Ironbound: 


Durante los tres afios pasados, muchos 
de los familiares de Ironbound y otras 
partes de la ciudad, han sido dramatica- 
mente afectados por las deciciones de la 
Junta de Educación, la mayor parte se han 
hecho sin el consentimiento de los 
familiares, y en muchos casos en contra de 
los deseos de los familiares. 

Los factores a considerarse: 

eAgosto 1979 - La escuela de la Comuni- 

dad de Ironbound, es uno de los pocos 
ejemplos y el programa es controlado 
por los familiares. Fue arbitrariamente 
dejado fuera por la Junta de Educación 
de Newark. Si no hubiera sido por el 
duro trabajo y dedicación de los padres, 
estudiantes, y personas en la comunidad 
este triunfante programa alternativo 
hubiese sido cerrado. 


e Septiembre 1980 - Padres en la escuela 
de Hawkins St. mantuvieron a sus hijos 
fuera de la escuela en protesta de las 
condiciones inseguros del edificio. La 
Junta de Educación habia prometido a 
estos padres que el edificio sería 
reparado durante el verano. Pero cuando 
los niños regresaron a la escuela en 
septiembre, la Junta no había hecho 
reparación alguna y el edificio estaba 
aún inseguro. Las condiciones fueron 
finalmente mejoriadas después de la 
protesta de los padres. 


V Junio 1981 - La escuela de Alyea St. fue 
cerrada. Los padres descubri 


- a soberdo hasta tarde en verano. Ellos — 


protestaron en la escuela y en las 
reuniones de la Junta. La Junta no hizo 
las reparaciones necesarias, a pesar de 
que el dinero para estas reparaciones 
estaba disponible. En su lugar, la 
escuela fue cerrada, los estudiantes 
fueron transferidos, por encima de la 
objección de los padres para una 
facilidad más grande fuera del vecinda- 
rio. 

e Invierno, 1981-82 - Padres y estudiantes 
del University HIgh school, un triunfan- 
te programa alternativo de escuela 
superior en Newark, es cuál permite 
estudiantes del extremo opuesto de la 
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ciudad, estaba con los brazos arriba con 
respecto a los planes de la Junta de 
Educación de transferrir sus estudiantes 
- a mediados del curso escolar - para una 
mayor, pero menos accesible facilidad. 


e Deciembre 1981 - A mediodos del año 
escolar, el principal de la escuela de 
Lafayette St. fue notificada de su 
transfer. Un grupo de estudiantes 
supieron de estos planes de la Junta, 
objetaron y detuvieron el movimiento. 
Varios dias más tarde, al principal de la 
escuela de Wilson Ave. le fue dicho que 
sería transferido a mediados del año 
escolar. Los padres no fuero notificados 
de antemano. Principales de las escuelos 
Roberto Clemente y Elliot St. también 
fueron transferidos. Padres de toda la 
ciudad mantuvieron a sus hijos fuera de 
la escuela en protesta de dicha disrupci- 
ón a la són de sus hijos que dichos 


decisiones. A 
e Al mismo tiempo, programos bilingues 
” fueron atácados. El director del progra- 
ma -bilingue fue despedido sin razón 
alguna. Bajo el plan de reorganización 
de la Junta, los programas bilingues 
dejaron de ser considerados como 
“programos académicos” y pasaron a 
ser “servicios de soporte”. Esto quiere 
decir que con mas facilidad son blancos 
para los cortes de presupuesto. Padres de 
toda la ciudad y sus alrededores estan 
preocupados sobre lo que esto significa 
para sus hijos. Ya que la necesidad de 
programos bilingues ha aumentado en 
la ciudad. 
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Por estos factores y otros, los cuales han 
tocado la vida de todos nosotros y de 
nuestros hijos, es que necesitamos conside- 
rar seriamente algunas alternativas hacia 
la forma actual en la cual las decisiones de 
esta ciudad se están tomando. 

Una de las alternativos que ha sido 
propuesta por padres activos y grupos de 
la comunidad es tener una junta escolar 
elegido. Una junta escolar elegida le 
daría a los padres la oportunidad de elegir 
a aquellos que quieran para representarlos 
y quienes tomavian los decisiones sobre el 
futuro de nuestros hijos. 

Mientras algunos personas dicen que 
una junta escolar elegida puede traer 
mucho más política dentro de la educación 
- vamos honestamente a mirar al sistema 
existente. Un junta escolar apuntada con 
todos sus nueve miembros apuntando 
hacia el Alcalde. ¿Fue acaso la política 
quien intervino en la renuncia forzada de 
un miembro de la Junta este año, 
inmediatamente despues de que votara en 
contra de contratar a un superintendente 
ejecutivo de fuera del estado? 

Por el envolvimiento nuestro durante 11 
años en el sistema educacional en la 
ciudad de Newark, y por nuestra honda 
preocupación de que la voz de los padres 
realmente sea escuchada y actualizada, 
es que llamamos a los padres y ciudadanos 
preocupados de Ironbound y la ciudad de 
Newark a unirse con nosotros y otros 
grupos de comunidades y padres en la 
ciudad, para trabajar en la junta escolar 
elegida, quien justamente proveerá repre- 
sentación para todos los grupos, una 
realidad.

Belos i en el proceso de dicción de ma 
de hacer la representación para todos los 
grupos una realidad. También creemos que 
los programos bilingues en nuestras 
escuelas deben ser apoyados, no recorta- 
dos, porque ellos llenan una necesidad 
para nuestros niños. 

Una Junta Escolar elegida no significa 
que automaticamente las pólizas de la 
Junta de Educación mejorará y que la 
educación de nuestros niños será en 
aprovechamiento. Depende de los padres 
que se reunon y se envuelvan. Esa será la 
unica garantía de que tendremos educa- 
ción de calidad para todos nuestros niños! 


Demostración Ataca 
Prioridades De Govierno 


` Mas de 100 personas atendieron a un 
demostración de presupuesto mediano en 
newark en el dia de impuestos - Abril 15. 
Este demostración fue planeado por el 
Presupuesto Mediano del Essex County, 
una coalición de comunidad, iglesias, 
trabajos, derechos civicos y grupos anti- 
guerristas. 

De acuerdo de Vic de Luca, de la 
Corporación de la Comunidad de Iron- 
bound, y un organizador de este piquete, 
“Nosotros hicimos este demostración de 
presupuesto mediano para hablar contra 
los insensitivos recortes presupuestarios 
de Reagan en servicios sociales y sus 
ingresos en armas militarias y prepara- 
ciones de guerra.’ 

“El demostración en Newark es uno
